The elixir was along the mod­ 
ern line- monkey glands, goat glands, 
sheep glands and frog glands—we 
now hear so much about. 
Decrepit men and women, of ample 
wealth, were willing fo pay almost 
any price to make them twenty or 
thirty years younger, or restore them 
to normal health. There were lots ot 
"Daddy'’ Brownings in those golden 
days and 
they 
laid siege 
to Dr. 
Brown-Sequard, offering him almost 
fabulous fees to take their cases im­ 
mediately. 
No Argonaut seekers of 
the golden fleece worked harder, and, 
incidentally, it was a golden fleece for 
this smooth Parisian doctor, born in 
1818 in the British island of Mauritius 
in the Indian Ocean. 
He was de­ 


scribed* as a Frcnch-American neu­ 
rologist, his father having been born 
in Philadelphia. 
His mother was a 
French woman of the name of 8e- 
quard. 
The son acquired the degree 
of M. D. in Paris.in 1842 and, later, 
spent much time in England and this 
country investigating and lecturing, 
III* ( n n t r l h n t l o n * fo 
His contributions to our knowledge 
of blood and animal heat, as well as 
that of 
the spinal cord and 
the 
nervous system, were of the highest 
importance. 
Dr. Brown-Sequard was 
the first to demonstrate that the de­ 
cussation of the sensory conductors 
is in the spinal cord itself. 
From 1864 to 1868 he was professor 
of physiology and pathology of the 
nervous system in Harvard college. 
In 1869 he was appointed professor of 
experiments and comparative physi­ 
ology in Paris. 
He was the founder 
and editor of the Journal de Physi­ 
ologic there and, later, established the 
Archives de la Physlologie. 
In 1873- 
78 he practiced his profession in New 
York and. with Dr. E. C. Sequin, pub­ 
lished 
Archives 
of 
Scientific 
and 
Practical Medicine. 
In 187B he suc­ 
ceeded Claude Bernard as professor 
,of experimental medicine at the Col­ 
lege de France, Paris.

blazoned forth the news of his great 
discovery, that, after a series of ex­ 
periments on himself, he found that 
the right way of prolonging and in­ 
vigorating human life was the use of 
a hypodermic injection of a fluid in 
which sheep glands had been m acer­ 
ated. And forthwith it was called the 
Brown-Sequard Elixir, destined to a r­ 
rest the advance of age.

Racketeering, 
a 
system 
of 
criminal exploitation 
based 
on 
extortion, controlled by hoodlums 
and decorated with ice cold mur­ 
der, has arisen in the last five or 
six years to seize, the ordinary 
Chicagoan by the pocketbook if 
not the throat. 
Very few persons in Chicago or 
out of it realize that the ordinary 
citizen is paying literal tribute to 
racketeers. Tills tribute is levied 
in many ways. The ordinary citi­ 
zen pays it, like as not, whenever 
he has a suit pressed and every 
time he gets a haircut; he may 
pay it in the plumbing in his 
house and the garaging of his 
car; the very garbage behind his 
hark door may perhaps mean 
spoils for someone.

RACKET may be defined as 
any scheme of exploitation by 
which criminal conspirators 
' live upon the industry of oth­ 
ers, hialntaining thetr hold by intimi­ 
dation. terrorism, or political favori­ 
tism. The word “racket” has come to 
be loosely synonymous, on the one 
hand, with any scheme for making 
easy money, whether illegal or not; 
on the other, as a blanket definition 
of organized crime. 
All gangsters, without discrimina­ 
tion, have come to be called racket­ 
eers. 
Beer and alcohol running or. 
for that matter, bank robbery and 
white slavery, are rackets from this 
point, of view. 
But in this article, 
says John Gunther in Harper's Maga­ 
zine, I confine myself to the less 
known activities of business rack­ 
eteers. 
H o w

What does a racketeer do? 
How 
does a racket work? 
Suppose I happen to be a hoodlum, 
and suppose I want some easy money. 
X have friends among crooked labor 
leaders and perhaps among politi­ 
cians. 
I am in a position to hire 
thugs and gunmen. 
I form an or­ 
ganization and I choose a field. Sup­ 
pose I choose pretzels as a field. 
I 
then “invite” the pretzel dealers in 
Chicago to “Join” me. 
From each of 
them I demand, say, $100 per month. 
For this sum my men will “protect” 
them from competition, since they 
must raise their prices to pay my 


* 100* 
, 
, 
If any pretzel man refuses to Join 
me I bomb him. I slug his drivers. I 
cut off his supply. 
Meantime I de­ 
limit the pretzel market among my 
dealers and make anyone who wants 
to enter the pretzel business pay me 
handsomely first. 
I extend my pret­ 
zel monopoly in one direction to the 
big wholesalers <since I control the 
dealers), and in another direction to 
the small shopkeepers (since I control 
the jobbers). 
And from all of them 
I exact tribute. 
The price of 
pretzels meantime 
goes up. 
Simply because I say so 
the pretzel people pay a levy to me, 
and the consumer pays the levy. 
This Is the essence of racketeering- 
simple 
extortion 
based 
on 
simple 
threat. 
“ R a c k * ! ” a n d “ R a c k e t e e r .” 
The word “racket” originated in 
Chicago six or seven years ago. 
In 
the neighborhood of Twelfth and 
Halsted streets, In the district of 
“alky" 
peddlers, 
thugs 
and 
hood­ 
lums, a group of satellites grew’ up. 
hanging on the outskirts of the great 
“mobs"—the 
O'Banion 
“mob,” 
the 
Genna “mob,” the Capone “mob.” 
These satellites were not often actual 
killers. 
They were parasites. 
With 
gangster protection they went into 
“business.” 
At first the word describing them 
was “racketer.” 
In newspaper stories 
of 1923 and 1924 the word grew to 
“racketeer.” Probably it first referred 
to the hullabaloo in the “joints" 
where gangsters assembled. 
“How’s 


the racket?" became “What’s your 
racket?” 
Rackets are, of course, old as the 
hills. 
This decade holds no monop­ 
oly on extortion. 
But extortion has 
rarely reached such a point of devel­ 
opment as distinguishes the Chicago 
rackets today. 
It would be difficult 
to trace the exact cause of this 
efflorescence. 
Prohibition was cer­ 
tainly one cause. Traffic in beer and 
whisky 
enormously 
increased 
the 
amount of easy money in circulation 
among hoodlums. 
Gangsters became 
elaborate spendthrifts. 
Silver caskets 
decorated funerals. 
Politics bought 
Into gangs. Meantime the booze traf­ 
fic Increased the number of profes­ 
sional criminals at large, and their 
power, ruthlessness and immunity to 
law. 
So the rackets began out of crimi- 
nality begot by alcohol and easy 
money. 
The success of racketeering j 
was immense. 
It existed through 
contempt of law and, as success In­ 
creased. contempt increased, to give 
way to more success. 
Gangsters saw that there was al­ 
most as much money in coats and 
suits as there was in alcohol; gang­ 
sters “muscled In” to various rackets, j 
Politicians saw the enormous sums j 
being made and took their share of 
this citizens’ tribute. 


l-;« plol!ltiK L a k o r t ’n lo n a . 
Since racketeering is based on busi­ 
ness, it came into early contact with 
labor. Racketeering sucked into labor, 
living like a leech on its own wound. 
The argument of the racketeer to the 


business 
man 
was 
glmple: 
“Look 
here. 
We’U stabilize prices. 
Today 
you get $1 a bundle for your (for ex­ 
ample) laundry. 
We ll organize the 
laundry business and raise the price 
to $1.50. We’ll eliminate competition. 
Meantime you pay us $20 per month." 
And if 1,000 laundry men Joined the 
“association” the racket was worth, 
at the outset, $20,000 per month. 
If 
anyone withstood the racket, arson 
was his lot, or bombs. 
Now. ift most businesses associations 
already existed, namely, labor unions; 
so it saved a good deal of trouble to 
the racketeer to organize bis racket 
directly 
through 
the union. 
The 
American Federation of Labor has. of 
course, fought racketeering bitterly; 
not 2 per cent of legitimate union 
men are racketeers. But the A. F, of 
L. is an enormously widespread or­ 
ganization. and racketeers did get 
control of some unions by criminal 
subversion 
of 
unscrupulous 
labor 
leaders 
There are ninety-one rackets in 
Chicago 
today, 
according 
to 
the 
state's attorney s office, all but twen­ 
ty-five of them active. 
Some lew 
are “dormant.” it being a character­ 
istic of rackets that they He low peri­ 
odically; often when a racket “disap­ 
pears” the leader has simply shifted 
his activity to another racket. 
So 
the number is alway variable. 
But it is a fair guesa that sixty-odd 
rackets are in fairly active operation. 
The cost of these sixty to the people 
of Chicago Is estimated by the Em­ 
ployers’ Association of Chicago, an 
anti-racketeer organization, at 
136 
million dollars per year, or approxi­ 
mately $45 for every man, woman and 
child in the city. This is direct cost. 
It is a levy, a tribute—no less. 
The 
indirect cost may be as much again.

The cost is not pre-eminently fi­ 
nancial, 
The racketeer's method of 
action is so direct, and his operation so 
purely extralegal, that its inevitable 
concomitant is demoralization. Either 
because of callousness, timidity, or

stupidity, a group of almost 3 mil­ 
lion citizens U bciftg led by the nose 
by perhaps 600 gangsters—and the 
fact that the gangsters know that 
the citizen knows this adds consider­ 
ably to their power. 
Let us trace a very simple instance 
of personal racketeering, and note the 
sense of utter demoralization in every 
detail in the story which should an­ 
swer the question often aaked, “Why 
does the victim submit? 
Why don’t 
the racketeers get punished? 
Why 
doesn’t 
somebody 
do 
something 
about it?” 
Simon P. Angelo has a little Jewelry 
shop on Orleans street. 
In his win­ 
dow are a few old watches, brought 
perhaps from Europe; next to them 
are brassy alarm clocks and paper 
racks of trinkets. Angelo sits behind 
the counter, peering through his lens 
at the intricate and beautiful mech­ 
anism of watches; his wife sells the 
trinkets or gossips at the front door 
The shop is in the Italian quarter 
on the near North Side. Angelo is no 
millionaire, but he has a pretty little 
business, enough to send his children 
to school, and his family to Citro's 
for dinner once a month or so; and 
Angelo has worked all his life to de­ 
velop this business.

A big fellow with a bluish Jaw and 
slanting eyes comes into the shop one 
morning. 
“Gimme twenty-five bucks—quick.” 
“What for?” 
“Defense fund,” the stranger replies 
briefly. 
Angelo knows. 
He protests, but he 
pays. 
A month passes, and the stranger 
comes in again 
This time he asks 
for $50. 
Angelo protests, but he has 
to pay. 
He does not know who the 
stranger Is. 
He does not know who 
the murderer is for whose defense he 
is “contributing,” or if, indeed, there 
is a murderer, or a defens« fund. He 
knows only one thing—he must pay. 
Several months pass and the stran­ 
ger, or perhaps another stranger, slips 
quickly Into the shop again. He looks 


around, growls, and takes off his coat. 
Angelo stares at him. 
Angelo's wife 
comes running. * They can do noth­ 
ing. The stranger hangs up his coat 
and sits down behind the counter. 
“I’m in," he says. 
And henceforward half of Angelos 
profits go to him. 
This is the simplest form of “mus­ 
cling in” racket. 
Crudely stated, it 
expresses the first stage of every 
racket; perhaps a trifle dramatized, 
it denotes the essential psychological 
relation, 
based 
on 
extortion 
plus 
threat, between racketeer and rack- j 
etee. 
W i t h o u t

W hat could Angelo have done? 
, 
If he refused payment of any of i 
the “collections” his windows might j 
have 
been 
smashed 
or 
his 
shop 
bombed. A cheap powder bomb costs 
only $50. The first bomb would have j 
been a light one. a sort of valentine. 
If Angelo still refused payment the i 
next bomb might be heavier. And so \ 
on until he paid. 
Suppose Angelo had said: 
“I will i 
go to the state’s attorney’» office and ; 
ask protection.” 
He might ’• ,ve gone to the state’s 
attorney's office (in the old days) and 
he mig h t have got protection—pro­ 
vided Angelo’s enemy hadn’t hap­ 
pened to be rather a good friend of 
someone in the old state's attorney's 
office. 
Suppose Angelo had said: 
“I will 
report you to the police.” 
This is. of course, laughable. 
If he 
got to the police station he mig h t 
Just possibly find some officer wht 
was was not a friend of his enemy: 
but the chances are much better that 
Angelo would know' the penalty for 
“squealing” far too well to risk the 
trip. 
All racketeers, in other words, are 
literally gods of the machine—and 
their victims are fatalists, necessarily. 
Rackets. In general, are of two 
kinds, the simple simon-pure racket 
and the collusive agreement racket. 
The simple racket is an Individual 
enterprise in which a single extor- 


tlonlst gets control of a limited busi­ 
ness. 
The collusive racket is one 
based 
on agreement with crooked 
labor leaders or crooked politicians. 
It Is a Jong cry from the petty bri­ 
gandage of a simon-pure racketeer in 
garbage or florist shops to the exalted 
operations of some of the building 
trades 
ra cked—wherein 
architects 
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have testified that they Included in 
their specifications an item of 1 per 
cent of the total building 
, 
I “graft”—but both are rackV

O fficials of the Federal Reserve Bank 
find the new bills are handled more 
efficiently by counting m achines than 
the old. 
M. W. E. Park, assistant 
cahier. believes the quality of paper 
is equal if not superior to th at used 
iormerly, and that counterfeit cur­ 
rency will be more readily detected 
because of the sim plification of de­ 
signs. 
George C. Kopp. vice-president of 
the City Bank, says tellers find the 
new currency slig htly difficult to han­ 
dle due to the two sizes being mixed 
together. The chang e has not neces­ 
sitated the Installation of new m oney 


drawers or any other form of e q u ip -, 
m ent in the City Bank. 
K. A. Robertson, cashier of the G ate 
City N ational Bank, sees no reason 
why the new currency will be more 
easily counterfeited. 
He believes the 
die work on the new m oney is equally 
fine and com plicated. 
Althoug h the 
use of both sizes now m akes handling 
more difficult, Mr. Robertson 
says 
this objection is only temporary. 
He 
believes the new currency is becoming 
popular. 
Dorman O'Leary, assistant treasurer 
of the Fidelity Saving s Trust Com ­ 
pany, believes counterfeiting the new 
currency would be more difficult than 
the old due to the sm aller number 
of designs. 
Fewer desig ns m ake it 
possible for those who handle m oney 
to become fam iliar with desig ns and 
will thus enable them to detect more 
readily counterfeit bills.

We manufactute ma­ 
chines of the kind the averag e man 
of small or moderate means buys in 
this country probably cheaper than 
anywhere else in the world. Profits 
made by our American manufactur­ 
ers have been enormous, resulting 
in a larg e crop of new multimillion-

“This result has not been produced 
throug h the tariff, but chiefly be­ 
cause the motor car became a neces­ 
sity in the United States before it 
was much more than known in the 
balance of the world, and because 
the car and Its parts are produced 
with a maximum of machinery and 
a minimum of labor.

“If tills Industry were subjected to 
acute foreig n competition it would be 
entitled to a tariff

“The dye Industry in this country 
beg an in the war, and. very properly, 
it received unusual tariff protection 
and treatment.

Senator Simmons said he was cog ­ 
nizant of the fact many big American 
industries are establishing plant* in

I as­ 
sume the policy on which they act in 
this reg ard is to confine their plants 
in this country to producing enoug h 
to supply the domestic demand and 
thereby enable them to keep up the 
domestic price by charg ing all the 
traffic will bear. 
“I am q uite sure that as a rule the 
plants they establish in foreig n coun­ 
tries are not to supply the demand In 
this country for their products, butj 
the foreig n demand.

'’While of course the establishment 
of these branch factories in other 
countries by American manufacturers

Concluding the Interview, Senator 
Simmons ag ain emphasized the need 
of protecting the consumer.' 
'‘In imposing tariff taxes,” he said, 
“we must not forg et the consumer in 
an effort to help the manufacturer. 
The number of manufacturers in 
cwnparison with the number of con­ 
sumers Is Very small. Even a limited

Grape 
juice is one of the few- fruit prod­ 
ucts in which the proportions of 
sugar, acid and flav oring substances 
are so well balanced as to mak e the 
unmodified Juice a palatable, de­ 
licious dnnk . 
It is, further, excep­ 
tional in that it undergoes no unde­ 
sirable changes, such as loss of color 
or flav or, when pasteurized and k ept 
in storage. 
For all these reasons the preser­ 
v ation of grape juice is v ery simple, 
requiring little or no special equip­ 
ment. 
Unfortunately the methods 
employed in mak ing this Juice are 
little k nown and as a result large 
quantities of grapes which might 
readily be work ed up into unfer­ 
mented grape juice are allowed to 
go to waste ev ery year. 
Grape 
Juice 
does 
hav e 
a 
def­ 
inite food v alue depending somewhat 
upon the quantity of sugar which is 
found ln it. 
It also has certain 
v alues that are not measurable in 
terms of chemical composition or 
ability to supply heat and energy. 
Most im portant among these is its 
appeal to the capricious appetite of a 
conv alescent or an inv alid. 
It may 
also be used in the preparation of a 
wide v ariety of culinary products, in­ 
cluding grape nectar, punches, ice 
creams, sherbets, lemonades, syllabus, 
gelatins and custards. 
Two general methods are used in 
mak ing 
unfermented 
grape 
Juice: 
these are k nown as the hot-press 
method and the cold-press method 
In the hot press, method the crushed 
fruit is heated and the « Juice remov ed 
by pressing the fruit while hot; ln the 
cold press method no heat is required 
while extracting the juice. 
By the 
cold press method clear, 
brilliant 
juices are obtained, while the use of 
the hot press method secures a some­ 
what larger yield of dark , more or less 
v iscid Juice. The first of these m eth­ 
ods or the hot press method is pref­ 
erable in homemade grape juice that 
is prepared from Concord grapes. The 
cold press method is more applicable 
to the muscadine v ariety. 
Concord grapes m ust be subjected 
to the hot dressing in order to de­ 
v elop the full flav or of the juice, 
since 
much 
of 
the 
characteristic 
flav or of this type is obtained from 
the soft pulp which lines the inner 


surface of the sk in, and it is neces­ 
sary to employ heat to extract this 
fully. 
In 
choosing 
fruit 
for 
mak ing 
grape juice it is necessary to use 
only fruit which has fully ripened; 
that is, fruit that has dev eloped its 
maximum sugar content, flav or, and 
color but which has not begun to 
dry up or decay. The grapes, more­ 
ov er, should be clean and sound, 
and 
they 
should, 
if 
possible, 
be 
gathered ln the cool hours of the 
morning. 
If this is impossible they 
may be cooled by being exposed in 
thin layers to the night air. 
Grapes should be crushed with as 
little loss of time as possible after 
they are pick ed. 
While the best re­ 
sults may be obtained if the berries 
are stripped from the stems It is 
not imperativ e to do this. 
In home 
work on a small scale the grapes 
may be crushed by hand or with a 
potato masher after placing them in 
a deep v essel or cloth bag. H eat the 
grapes with constant stirring to 175 
degrees Fahrenheit using a ther- 
momenter for testing.

So t 6 ,0 0 0 Jo ints, hut 30 0 , 
Nearly a quarter of a century ago. when 
Henry M. Beardsley was mayor, he had a 
careful survey made of the places that were 
rclling liquor with and without a license. 
'Fhere were 600 saloons paying the city license 
fee and about 2.100 J oints that were operat­ 
ing without paying the fee. Some of these 
paid the government tax, but the majority 
tiid not. At that time Kansas City was about 
half the size of the pre.sent city. If it had the 
hame relative number of liquor selling place.s 
that it had twenty-three years ago. it would 
have approximately 
6,000. 
The police report that five months ago they 
found about 
1.000 places which they sus, 
pected of selling liquor. That number Is now 
reduced to 300. Only about one-twentieth a.s 
many as were open in preprohiblUon days. 
Anyone who supposes that 300 places sell 
r.s much Uquor as 6.000 places would have sold 
js welcome to the opinion for his owm use. 
Put he will find it hard to get other people 
;o believe it. 


Inco me Ta x es Ma y Be Cut, 
rhe news that President Hoover favors and 
; ecretary Mellon recommends another reduc­ 
tion in federal Income taxes is good news, 
but not surprising. The country is generally 
prosperous, with an exceedingly good outlook, 
and tax cuts are made not only on current 
conditions, but on business prospects. 
AUo 
with each cut before the last the Income tax 
revenues increased. This sort of thing cannot 
go on indefinitely, of course, so there was 
some speculation as to whether the last cut 
would not materially reduce the returns. Not 
so. The receipts for the first two and one-half 
months of the present fiscal year exceeded 
those of the same period last year by nearly 
119 million dollars. Tlie Income for 1929 to 
September 20 showed an Increase of 271 mil­ 
lions over the same period last year. 
The explanation of this marked gain in in­ 
come tax, in spite of lower rates, l.s given as 
the withdrawal of money invested in tax- 
exempt securities for investment in produc­ 
tive business. This theory wa.s more or less 
fiouted when It was advanced in favor of the 
stifling surtaxes imposed in the earlier years 
oi the war income tax rates. But it is a sound 
theorj’. 
It also is a sound theory that business is 
unproved and the income taxes therefrom 
are increased when the smaller Incomes are 
exempt from taxation, as they have been, and 
the great majority have more money to spend 
for other than bare necessities. It is on the 
same principle that reasonable wages are a 
better basis of prosperity, even for the busi­ 
ness that pays them, than low wage scales, 
provided of course that good pay is general. 
With another cut in Income taxes, with the 
benefits equitably distributed, the burden of 
the war debt will become easier on the indi­ 
vidual and yet the production of revenue will 
serve to keep on with a rapid reduction of the 
debt. The only advance intimation as to this 
distribution of the new tax cut is that it will 
affect still further earned incomes as dis­ 
tinguished from unearned Incomes. This Is in 
favor of the wage earner and those on sal­ 
aries, which is along the lines of sound adjust­ 
ment. 


Ano ther Check a t Geneva , 
The problem of restricting land armaments 
by international agreement seems likely 
to 
prove considerably more difficult of solution 
than that involving a limitation of naval 
establishments. 
The present session of the 
League of Nations assembly has again dem­ 
onstrated that fact. 
When the assembly's disarmament commis­ 
sion met. Viscount Cecil Introduced a resolu­ 
tion favoring reconsideration of the decision 
taken by the preparatory commission to ex­ 
clude trained reserves from any restrictive 
agreement. But Viscount Cecil has had to 
withdraw his resolution,and the commission 
haa adopted a vague compromise measure, the 
chief significance of which appears to be that 
nothing can be done on land armaments until 
the naval question is out of the way. 
The league has been working, practically 
• ince Its inception, to achieve a limitation of 
armaments in the line with the injunction laid 
upon it by the covenant. The result of its ef­ 
forts so far have been nil. At sea the partial 
agreement already reached and the inclusive 
agreement now In sight will have been accom­ 
plished outside the framework of the league. 
On land France and several less important 
members of the league have made an effective 
limitation so far almost impossible through 
the position taken by their delegates on the' 
preparatory commission. 
Meanwhile the compromise measure J ust 
adopted at Geneva “ cordially welcomes” the 
prospect of a naval agreement and “ confi­ 
dently hopes” that the preparatory commission 
will be able to i-esume Its work as » oo« 
possible. In view of the sterile record of that 
commlwlon In the past, there seems to ^ 
wnall reason for excessive enthusiasm 
m to 


£ o long as Prance and her sateUltes continue 
|0 jcmaia tntnnslfent on « uch mattcri gs 
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trained reserves, any real limitation of land 
armaments is out of the question. The prog­ 
ress now being effected in* naval matters, 
therefore. Is rendered all the more remark­ 
able. Even if the agreement to be reached 
does not provide as great a reductl 0)| as some 
persons had hoped, the mere establishment 
of a limitation will mark a tremendous ad­ 
vance.

The Presid ent Tries Sp ea k ing Out. 
The President surprised congress by his 
public .statement in support of the flexible 
tariff provl.Mon. So far it has been his prac­ 
tice to try to accompll.sh his ends by private 
conversations. But now he has demonstrated 
his willingness 
to resort 
to more 
public 
methods If he deems it necessary. 
The pos­ 
sibility of such procedure may have a whole­ 
some effect on the processes of tariff making. 
As to the specific provision for which the 
President appealed, it is manifestly to the 
national Interest. 
Various special interests 
would prefer to throw every proposed adjust­ 
ment into congress so as to gtve opportunity 
for trading^ 
Prom the national standpoint 
it is much better to permit the President to 
make these adjustments from time to time on 
the recommendation of the tariff commission. 
The West does not forget that the present 
duty on wheat was made by executive order 
under the flexible tariff provision. 
If it had 
been nece.ssary to wait for congress to act 
there would ha%*e been long delay.

After a while It may be expected the news 
will get around that a reputation for crime 
and lawlessness isn't the thing any good busi­ 
ness town would care to go after. It is. in 
fact, something that ought to be disclaimed, 
when that can be done with any show of 
truth. Borger, Tex., seems to have caught the 
idea and is objecting to the publicity about 
its crime on the ground that its business is 
being hurt. A better plan would be to help the 
state authorities clean up the crime and thus 
establish a basis for a better kind of pubUclty. 
That method was adopted by Quantico. 
Va.. it will be recalled, a week or two ago. 
The commandant of the naval training ba.se 
at <5uantico, Maj. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, 
who is knowm to have ixMitlve views at times. 
Informed the authorities of the town they 
would have to run the bootleggers out of the 
place or the 2.000 marines under his com­ 
mand w'ould cease visiting and spending their 
money there. Seeing the Issue in that clear 
light, the authorities disposed of the boot­ 
leggers in short order. It was good business to 
do It. 
The principle applies whether the place be 
large or small. Chicago can testify to that. 
Chicago, or certain business and civic ele­ 
ments of it. did not like the bad advertising 
it was receiving as a haven for organized 
criminals. It cannot be said that the gangs 
were driven out forthwith, but a realization 
basic to reform was there, none the less. Any 
community must be deeply concerned about 
its crime; that is, if It does not want to pay 
a high price for indifference. 


OME Aay the orient begins at Vienna. 
The Viennese on the whole do not 
like thi.s idea, for it hurts their pride 
over their essentially European cul­ 
tural achievements. Of course there is exag­ 
geration in the assertion, but like most exag- 
geratlon.s, this one con tains a grain of truth. 
Spe.aking of we.stem and eastern culture one 
cannot slniplv draw a line and say to this line 
reaches the West and on the other side begins 
the East, .‘^ays the New York Herald-Tribune. 
Climate plays a part in it, but it is not the 
decisive iactor it seems to be. 
Religion Is 
more important as a distinguishing mark and 
there are many others. 
Some quite typical ones are traceable far 
into Central Europe, while on the other hand, 
typically we.stern ideas have penetrated as far 
a.s Constantinople and Angora, Not far from 
Vienna are enclaves that arc surprisingly 
oriental In their habits, and again, come 
regions as one expects to find them in Weet- 
ein Europe. 
On the same geographical longitude 
as 
Vienna, only farther south, is situated the 
J ugo Slav province of Dalmatia, which forms 
the eastern littoral of the Adriatic Sea. It is 
the most perfect example of a borderland of 
the orient. But for the fact that about 1,500 
years ago Emperor Theodosius Included it in 
*th3 eastern Roman empire, thus placing it 
under the influence of Byzantium, its de­ 
velopment might have been entirely » different.

La.st 
spring Bernard Shaw came to Dalmatia and 
pas.sed a vacation at Brlonl. He was so pleas­ 
antly surprised that he advised his country­ 
men to hurry down quick, before the great 
tourist avalanches commence to pour in and 
spoil th^ romance. 
The Dalmatian coast is rocky, rising at some 
points to heights of 5.000 feet, with only a few 
small plains Interspersed between the moun­ 
tain ranges, which form a solid wall between 
the narrow coastal strip and its hinterland, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. It was these ranges 
w'hich saved Dalmatia from occupation by the 
Turks in the times of the Venetian republic. 
Once these mountains were covered with 
green forests, but ieckle.ss exploitation and the 
voracity of herds of sheep and goats have 
stripped them of their vegetation, transform­ 
ing them into barren slopes. In dry summers 
winds carried away the parched soil and much 
of what was left w'as washed down into tLie 
ravines and the sea by torrential winter and 
spring rains. 
The poor remnants of arable land bring 
forth scanty food for fishermen and small

CALLED LAND OF ROMANCE. 


One often hears travelers from the West 
complain that they did not encounter on their 
J ourneys the romance they expected. None of 
them can have been in Dalmatia, for there 
they would have found all the romance they 
wanted. In this part of the world romance is 
likely to begin where the word “ time" is no 
longer associated with money. To the tastem 
mind time is not a thing that matters much 
for its relativity is indelibly engraved in east­ 
ern thought. 
Dalmatia is one of the countries In which 
this relativity of time still dominates life. J ust 
to quote a letter from Split, the largest Dal­ 
matian harbor: “ To Dubrovnik, the smartest 
resort, may take twelve hours. If everj'thing 
goes well. But quite a.s often it happens that 
it takes three days, although the distance is 
only 100 miles.” 
The Trans-Atlantic liners that go on Medi­ 
terranean cruises do not touch Dalmatia, be­ 
cause it is out of the way. But some of the 
liners, which connect New York and Trieste. 
. do call at Split, and the port also boasts of a 
newly built railitmd line, which links it with 
the Central European railroad system. 
Small-sized but comfortable Italian steam­ 
ers ply between Venice and the principal 
places of the eastern Adriatic, and there are 
also two J ugo Slav shipping companies which 


farmers, who have their homes on the steep 
declivities. One sees few cattle and almost 
no horses for it is difficult to grow the fodder 
they need. Sheep, goats and donkeys are the 
usual household animals, and they manage 
to subsist on the scanty stalks of grass that 
sprout between the rocks.

FARMING IS DXFFICUIT. 


But their hunger is never quite satisfied, and 
as they are let at large most of the day to 
find their food where they can. the farmers 
must pile up walls of loose stones around their 
little patches of fields and meadows to keep 
the beasts from grazing off the plants. Net? 
of such primitive walls over the hillsides, look­ 
ing from a distance like huge honeycombs. 
Where the slopes are too steep for this meth­ 
od of tilling terraces have been built, and one 
often sees wcanen carrying soil up to the ter­ 
races in big baskets. On these terraces grow 
the olive tree and the sweet Dalmatian grape, 
which is pressed into the dark red and deep 
orange wines which one can buy in Dalmatia 
for almost nothing. 
At the foot of the barren hills, along the 
seashore, are narrow belts of rich vegetation, 
showing what the country would be like if 
carelessness in former ages had not robbed 
it of its vegetation. Here the cypress and the 
palm tree grow beside the olive, contrasting 
with the deep sapphire of the sea and the pale 
.sand color of the naked mountain slopes In 
the background. 
Sometimes, perched on the top of a hill, is 
a cluster of houses around an old stronghold, 
liardly discernible as human habitation, for all 
one sees at a distance is the regularity in the 
piling up of stones which otherwise look like 
the stray heaps around. Small openings, like 
portholes, indicate the windows. 


CASH GREAT LUXURY. 
The agricultural possibilities in Dalmatia 
being poor and there being almost no indus­ 
tries, the opportunities for the people to make 
money are small. Twenty cents a day is a 
frequent income, and 40 cents for a whole 
family Is considered fair. Cash is a much 
greater luxury than elsewhere. 
The average standard of life is very low, 
but on'the other hand, extreme poverty is lit­ 
tle known, for the farmer or fisherman does 
not need much money. From the short woolen 
J ackets and coarse linen shirts which men and 
women wear to the maize bread and goat milk 
which is their chief food, and to the wine, 
which is to be had in plenty, everything is pro­ 
duced at home. A diet of bread and onions, a 
little goat milk and olive oil and a moderate 
quantity of the native wine is said to be very 
wholesome. 
The Dalmatians are quite stately, tall, slen­ 
der and sinewy, and the men are excellent 
sailors. The women are pretty while they are 
young and not worn by too much toll. As Is 
often the case in southeastern Europe, the 
women work harder than the men. They also 
have a better sense of the value of time, for 
one sees them go to market with a big basket 
full of farm products on their heads and a 
primitive spindle in hand, from which they 
spin the woolen yarn needed for stockings 
and home made textures, or for the embroid­ 
eries for which J ugo Slavla ha? a widely spread 
reputation. The spinning is done with amaz­ 
ing skill while walking. 


RUGGED COAST LINE. 
Rugged as the Dalmatian coast is. inter­ 
sected by fjords that cut deep into the coun­ 
try and full of ravines and clefts, it becomes 
still more varied by the many Islands which 
rise between the mainland and the sea. There 
are hundreds of them, some very small and 
nothing but a naked rock emerging over the 
silvery surf, and others fairly large with little 
towns and hamlets and, of course, the Inevi­ 
table monasteries and convents. 
Many are the surprises which Dalmatia has 
In store for the traveler who visits it for the 
first time, but the most remarkable place is 
Split, the older part of which was built wltliln 
the precincts of the palace of Emperor Dio­ 
cletian. forming a city within a house, 
Diocletian (284-305 A. D.) was himself a 
native of Dalmatia. He was born near the 
Roman city Salona, the ruInvS of which still 
stand. He built himself a huge palace on the 
site, which is now occupied by the city of 
Split, and after ruling for twenty years he 
abdicated and retired into it. After his death

Roman architecture, became crown property. 
In the fifth century. J ulius Napos was crowned 
in it ^ing of Dalmatia. 


BUILD CITY IN HOUSE. 


Later, In the seventh century, when Salona 
was destroyed by the Avares, the inhabitants 
of this city first fled to the neighboring is­ 
lands and later they settled within the walls 
of the palace and built streets and hou.se.s in 
its gardens and colonnades. 
This 
J "® 
oilgln of the harbor Split. Even today there 
stand several churches and 265 hou.^s in the 
interior of the palace that serve as homes for 
more than 3.000 persons. 
In the middle ages the strong outer walhi 
gave the settlers the protection they needed. 
At a comparatively recent date the city ex­ 
tended into the surroundings of the palace. 
Under the Austro-Hungarian regime Split or 
Spalato, as it was then called, never assumed 
much importance, but the J ugo Slays have 
made it their chief port and during the last 
ten years It has more than doubled its popu­ 
lation and grown into a town of almost 40,000 
Inhabitants, leaving all other Dalmatian towns 
far beliind.

J ugo Slavla. or as It is officially named, the 
kingdom of the Serbs. O oats and Slovenes— 
is a comparatively Utile developed state, and 
although it disposes over considerable natural 
treasures, it lacks capital. But one encounters 
promising beginnings of an aa-akening here 
and there. One day Dalmatia will be redis­ 
covered and will be included among the high­ 
roads of the tourist traffic.

STRIKES LESS OfTEK USED. 


E d ito rial Op in io n o f th e Oh io S tate Jo u rn al. 
There were 3,789 strikes in the labor field in 
this country during 1916, but In 1928 the num­ 
ber was reduced to 629. These figures were 
used by "William Green, head of the American 
Federation of Labor, in a recent address. He 
emphasized the importance of the showing 
because It made plain that labor and capital 
were working together In greater harmony now 
than In the years gone by. There was greater 
fairness shown, finer management displayed, 
better diplomacy employed on both sides, else 
the improved showing would have been im­ 
possible. 
Labor contends the strike, as a weapon for 
use in securing improved conditions when 
other means fail, Is defensible and should be 
retained. The fact that labor' is using the 
weapon less frequently proves that its value 
is a.s an alternative, a club behind the door 
for emergency, rather than for continuous 
service. There is finer thought in indiistry 
than has been shown in the past, injustice 
is less frequent, conferences are more easily 
arranged, and adjustments that are satisfac­ 
tory are within reach on nearly all occasions. 
Strikes are wasteful, destructive, uneconomic, 
and .should never be given consideration until 
all other means have been tried and failed. 
It was well for the head of American labor to 
emphasize the importance of the marked de­ 
crease in the number'of strikes In the country. 
The number should still be reduced.
